Shedding further light on the 
seven-year-old purchase of the 
Torrance Water, Light & Power 
Co. system, a transaction whose 
bookkeeping- came under suspi­ 
cion of Councllmen Powell, Mur­ 
ray and Babcock May 27, was the 
foDowing letter read to the coun­ 
cil Tuesday night from Arthur 
Taylor, member of the firm of 
Taylor and Taylor, engineering 
consultants. 

"It came to my attention thru 
your auditors that at the time 
the accounts were set up at the 
Initial operation of your water 
department, the figure used to 
represent the plant that was 
purchased from the utility com­ 
pany was our original appraisal 
figure of $113,000 as of July 10, 
1933. 

''•Aa you know, after consid- 
erqble negotiations the system 
was; bought for $137,000. It is 
th[s figure that should! have 
been used, broken down into the 
various accounts of tangible 
property purchased. There 
should be no confusion as to 
this point; as representatives of 
your city seeking to acquire 
property of a utility company, 
it -would have been stupid for 
us to have) started negotiations 
to purchase at anything but a 
low figure, or, In fact, an offer. 

"Never, did we expect to buy 
the works for anything like 
$113,000  that was a 'lean' ap­ 
praisal upon which to start bar­ 
gaining. The compromise price 
of $137,000 was considerably 
under what the utility company 
expected to obtain from the city, 
but was finally agreed upon as a 
fair compromise price by all 
concerned and was so approved 
by the State Railroad Commis­ 
sion.
